<vening, whilst taking dinner, he 
corsplained of fceling worse and 
was forced to go almost,”.im- 
mediately to bed. That night, Dr. 
Ma Luk, the family medical 
adviser, attended him and 
subsequentiy Drs. . Daloshoy 


Allan acd Straban were also sent 
for. The pains becoming worse, 
forther medical sid was sammon- 
ed Professar Digby, Dr. Balean 
and Dr. McKenny betax called in. 
The patient was advised to go to 
hospital, but he declined to do so 
aid last night be became much 
worse, passing away at about I 
o'clock this morning. 

The late Mr. Lan, who was a 
widower, Jeaves four sons, three 
of whom were with him when be 
passed away, these being Mr.

INDIA'S REAL DANGER. 
A Way To Safety. 


After four months in Indie 
with ratber exceptional opport: 
unities of talking to representa- 
tive men of ell classes, English 
and Indian, I would offer some 
considerations on the present 
political situation, writes aspecial 
correspondent to the Times from 
Bombay. 

() While it is difficult to 
find = single believer in Mr. 
Montagu among Engtishmen in 
Todia, so that his resignation is 
received everywhere with relief 
and gratification, it would be 
equally difficult to find s single 
Englishman who desires the 
retitement of the Viceroy. It 
would be untrue to say that con- 
fidence in Lord Reading's firm-. 
ness or. datermination of cheracter 
iscniversal There are misgiv- 
ings, Nowbere, however, do these 
misgivings smount to antagonism, 
aid the desire that he should 
have an opportunity to prove 
himself is universal. 


For this reason. all coupling of 
the two men together, as some 
newspapers in England seem to 
be doing, is much to be deprecat- 
ed. No-one here wisbes to 
change the’ Viceroy yet, and even 
the hinting of a change is unsettl- 
ing and pernicious. It {fa the 
duty ofeveryone to uphold and 


‘}strengthen him: 


(2) It-is unfortunate that Mr. 
Montagu’s resignation coincided 
with Gandbi'sarrest, but talk of 
conoection between them is 

absurd. In common with hun- 
dreds, perhaps with thousands, of 
others here, [ knew the day and 
hour fixed for Gandhi's arrest 
some daysin advance. There is 
a tendency on the part of disloyal 
papers and agitators here totrace 
s relation between the two inci- 
dents, but evy reflection of that 
tendency in the British Press'can 
only tend to encourage Sedition 
mongers. 


(3) Ft is idle to pretend that the 
situation in India is not extreme- 
ly precarioua, but it is much more 
hopeful than it was two or three 
months .ago. Various causes 
have contributed to this, but 
the fact undoubtedly is 
that, where as there was « time 
when it looked as if something 
like a united uprising was to be 
‘| apprehended, now.the worst that 
is anticipated is the dealing with 
isolated mobs or single turbulent 
areas. Few people, if any, English 
or Indian believe tbat distur- 
bances, more or less serious, in 
the immediats future will .be 
avoidable, but.there is..gencral 
confidence that they will be easily 
suppressed; and the atmosphere 
will be better afterwards. 

(4)- Notwithstanding this, the 
most “depressing feature of the 
whole situation is that bebind sil 
immediate grievances and dis- 
contents, whether Caliphate, ia elt 


iam.” The.

I have had opportunities dvriog- 
these months of estimating the 
sentiments and sounding the 
opinions of leading men, official 
and unofficial, in all parts of 
‘India, and £ am convinced that, 
whatever their views may have 
been. of the reforms before-their 
enactment, there is now absolute 
upanimity in favour of givicg the 
Dew regime every chance, and, 
what is more, there is « universa} 
desire to help India along the 
path of self-government and not 
to obstruct. No single Indian, J 
believe, yot thinks. that ‘Indias is 
capable of walking sfone. No 
Englishman. wants to do other 
than help herto x condition when 
sbe cao. But Indians disbelieve 
thie. 

‘What, therefore, i is essential be- 
fore“ail else is, while dealing 
severely is may ‘be requized with 
all forms of Iswlessness, ta con- 


. vince Indlans of the benevolence 


of our intentions. This needs 
outspokemness, firmoess, end 
directness, with, especially, no 
signs of such vecillations as have 
beset ovr policies in the past, It 
should be helpfol in’ that India 
has at this moment by common 
consent probably the best lot of’ 
Provincial Governors in her 
bistery.

stitution hold recently. . 

Officials: of tha Park-Union 
Foreign Banking Corporation 
will be taken into the directorate 
and management of the Asia 
Backing Corporation and the 
latter will take over tha business 
of the Park-Union. The decision 
wad prompted by the presant 
limited condition of the foreign 
field, an official statement issued 
after the meeting declared. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The formal announcement of 
the retirement of the Park-Union 
Foreign Banking Corporation was 
as follows. 

“Tho Asia Banking Corpora- 
tion announces that at a meeting 
of its directors held today, 
Charles A. Holdek was. elected 
president, T. Fred Aspden and 
Irving Scott vice-presidents, and 
E. B. Mackenzie, Secrotary. 
Charles H. Sabin, formerly pres- 
ident of the Asie Banking Cor- 
poration, was elected chairman of 
the board of directors and Charles 
A. Holder and T. Fred Aspden, 
directors. 

“The Park-Union Foreign 
Banking Corporation annonoces 
that on and after April}, 1922, its 
business will be conducted at the 
office of the Asia Bankiog Cor- 
poration, 35 Broadway, New 
York city. Mr. Holder and Mr. 
Aspden wikl for the present re- 


| main officers of the Park-Union 
and direct its affairs. 


The Park- 
Union, feeling tha: the foreign 
field is limited under present 
business conditions, decided to 
withdraw gradually from its 
activities under the above ar- 
rangement. The Asie Bankiog 
Corporation, with its manage- 
ment strengthened by its new 
officers, will cantinue to’ offer its 
services to the public in the Far 
Eastern bavking field, and 
especially invites the business of 
the customers of the Park- Union.” 

SUFFERED LARGE LOSSES. 

The Park-Union Foreign Bank- 
ing Corporation ia known to have 
suffered considerahle _losses 
through receot failures of large 
foreign trade houses operating in 
the Far East. For instance, in 
the Childs and Joseph failure 
there was due the Park-Usion 
$571,000, of which $200,000 
alone was secured by sufficient 
collateral. ‘ 

The announcement came as a 
surprise generally in the finan- 


lcial district, although’ in certain 


quarters reporta have been cur- 
reat for some time that action in 
this direction was contemplated 
by one of these institutions. 
Banking interests view the move- 
ment as one which is more or 
Jess genera! on the part. of in- 
atitatious with foreign trade re- 
lationships. The question which 
has been raised here is as: to 
whether the banks with special 
organisations will absorb such 
organisations into their systems 
or gradually liquidate the busi- 
ness which was boilt up on the 
wave of war-time prosperity.

ALLEGED SECRET U.S. 
’ BRITISH UNDERSTANDING. 


Senator Borah Refuted. 


Inthe U.S. Senate March 23, 
Senator Borah. during the discus- 
sion on the Four-Power Pact 
declared that a well-known New 
York lawyer, Mr. Paul Cravath, 
had informed him of a secret 
atrangement between America 
and Britain. 


Mr. Borah declared the “ steno- 
wraphic report of Mr. Cravath’s 
remarks,” which he was sbout to 
read,* “could no: bea matter of 

_ unconcern.” 

Mr, Cravath, according to Mr. 
Borah, told the” Council on For- 
eign Relations” in New York 
on February 17 that “a very 
important part of the Washington 
Conference’s achievement was 
not recorded in black and white 
at all. I refer to the bringing 
about of what saems to be a 
sympathatic understanding be- 
tween Great Britain and the 
United States regarding the Far 
Fast and the Pacific generally.” 


Mr. Cravath is said to havecon- 
tinned: 


“T have been told by every 
nernber of the American delega- 
tio, aud while haven't been told 
by every member of the British 
delegation, I know definitely 
that the view is held by Mr, Bal- 
four, and I think by every other 
member of the British delegation, 
that the result of the Washington 
Conference ba» been not a formal 
agreement by any means, but an 
understanding, and such a degree 
of understanding and soch a basis 
of sympathy have been created 
" between Great Britain and the 
United States that both sides as- 
~ sume thatin all future emergen- 
cies they can both count an 
baving the closest co-operation.” 
‘Senator Underwood was the 
first to gain the floor io sharp 
denial. He branded Mr. Cravath’a 
purported staternent that “ every 
“member of the American delega- 
tion” bad told him of an unwrit- 
ten understanding between Great 
Britaio and the United States as 

“utterly untrue.” 

Then, looking ' straight at the 
treaty opposition leaders and 
raising hie voice to a passionate 
pitch, he exclaimed:
